The Wings with 
which it flies in the Air, are only a Pair of very large 
Finns, which ferve as fuch in the Water, and make 
it a very fwift Swimmer. It is a good eating Ftp. 

The Rudder-Ftp, fo 
called becaufe they are always feen following Ships, 
or flicking to the Rudders.

Frep-Water-Pearch. By fome called Ground-

themfelves in the Mud or Sand.

p. 57. The Sea-Feather. This Plant, and alio 
the great Sea-Fan grow upright as moft Land-Plants 
do; and do not grow horizontally as is ufually 
thought.

The Bahama 
Unicorn-Fife. Thefe Fife grow only to two or 
three Feet in length, and a little behind the Eyes 
have an Horn about nine Inches long, which they can 
move at pleafure. They are accounted poifonous. 

^o. Murana maculata, nigra vel viridis. The 
Muray. The Inhabitants of the Bahama Iflands 
eat only the Green fort, efteeming the Black ones 
poifonous to eat j yet the Bite of them is not ve- 
nomous. 
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
